In Durweston the houses are in the main much better than those 
in the neighbouring village, whilst they are less crowded with in- 
mates. But there are two reasons for this. The first is, that some 
of Lord Portman’s labourers have emigrated, others have gone to 
the contiguous parishes, and by both processes the estate has been 
relieved. The other is, that the village of Durweston is the resi- 
dence of the celebrated ‘‘S. G. O.,” who, by his exposures of the 
condition of the labourer, has made himself so obnoxious to Dorset- 
shire squires. Although the property of Lord Rivers, his lordship 
has at present little, if any, control over Stourpain—most, if not all, 
of it being leased on lives, and some of it in the hands of those 
whose only source of income is the rents extorted from the miserable 
beings who inhabit it. The first house which I visited here was a 
low wretched tenement, built of bricks, which were fast crumbling to 
decay. It was inhabited by a family of eight, bearing the name of 
Haywood. Some time ago they mustered twelve, and only two 
months since, ten. Death had, about the latter period, taken two 
from their number. They had two rooms, the lower one being about 
twelve feet square, with scarcely any furniture, and a cold, damp, 
and broken earthern floor, The upper room, which was in the roof, 
was in a state of almost perfect dilapidation. It contained three 
beds, once occupied by twelve people, but now left to the eight who 
remain, When it rains, the beds have to be removed from place to 


give as little trouble as possible.

In science, in literature, or in some 
other of the many pathways of ambition, we pursue an arti- 
ficial idea of dignity in tho employment of the mind, The 
man who utters a plain truth, or directs himself by the purest 
emotion of his nature, cultivated by religion, is taunted with 
primitiveness, and falls under the flippant criticism of small 
wits—that is, of the majority of wits, Mystery is the tone of 
the day, It aims at something beyond the reach of the 
vulgar; while the vulgar themselves live in a state of degra~ 
dation unknown to a Christian country since the advent of 
Christianity, Some rare instances: there are of men great 
enough to shake off the prevailing vice, to soar free from its 
trammels, And in truth it is one of the firet marks of great.

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GARCIA, OR THE NOBLE ERROR, 


The long-promised tragedy of “ Garcia,” by Mr, F. G, 
Tomlins, was produced at Sadler’s Wells on Wednesday last, 
and met with a success that is quite refreshing to all real lovers 
of the British Drama ; for it proves that, in spite of the easy 
attainment of the name of author by translations, there are still 
English dramatic writers who Scorn to build their fame upon 
other men’s brains. Mr, Tomlins is the worthy secretary of 
the Shaksperian Society, and is well known in the higher 
literary circles as a profound dramatic critic, The plot of the 
tragedy runs as follows :— 


The scene of this drama is laid in and near Seville, and 
the period of the action is towards the close of the fifteenth 
century, when the Inquisition, under the terrible Torquemada, 
held absolute dominion over a bigoted king and peopie, and 
sought to abase and crush the nobles, Garcia belongs to this 
class. He is the heir of his house, and is about to be formally 
invested with his fief, which, during hig minority, has been 
held for him by his mother. The family have some taint of 
Moorish blood in them, and are Suspected by the Inquisition ; 
but motives of humanity induce the Countess of Vyera, on the 
night before the investiture of her Son, to give temporary 
shelter to a Morisco, who is pursued by the Familiars of the 
Office, This brings her under the 8rasp of the Inquisition, 
and they have condemned her to death. Powerful inter- 
cession, however, is made with the Crown, which refuses 
to ratify the sentence, unless the chief witness (the sheltered 
Morisco himself) again contesses the guilt of the Countess 
before the Council of State, Garcia, who, according to 
the law, is not allowed to communicate with the accused, is 
ignorant of this, until informed of it by Don Pacheco, anoble 
who is leagued with a wide conspiracy of nobles for the over- 
throw of the dreaded tribunal, Pacheco, wishing to force 
Garcia to join them, works upon his filial love, till he waylays 
and slays the Morisco, then on hig way to give his evidence at 
the court; and in the commission of this murder consists 
Garcia's ‘noble error.” The crime turns out to have been 
needlessly perpetrated; for, between the first suggestion and 
the execution, Pacheco has learned (but conceals it from 
Garcia) that the Countess has already been released by an 
unusual impulse of royal clemency; so that when the mother 
returns to her home the son suffers the double agony of a 
guilty conscience and the discovery that he has been duped by 
Pacheco, The Countess dies of grief; and Garcia, after atoning 
by a full confession, is led off to the dungeons of the Inquisi- 
tion as the curtain falls, 


This tragedy will do much to reconcile a class averse to the- 
atrical representations—originating in the existence of frivolous, 
if not objectionable, pieces that have of late been the chief 
objects of attraction at our theatres, without aim or purpose, 
Such compositions haye only amused for the moment, instead 
of instructing and improving—which ought to be the main 
object of the Drama, This drama carries with it a high and 
powerful moral; and is, therefore, quite independent of mere 
stage conventionalities, and deserving of encouragement from 
every right-thinking individual, 


Of the acting and general getting up of the piece we can 
scarcely speak too highly. Mr, Phelps, as Garcia, was admi- 
rable, ‘The murder scene, and subsequent remorse, were 
terribly real. Miss Glyn, as the Countess, fully maintained 
the high position to which she has attained by her talent and 
care, ‘he other characters were all ably sustained, and the 
tragedy ended in perfect triumph. ‘The author was called for

ALLEGHANY GOLD MINES. 

At the foot of the Alleghany Mountains is “ the place of yellow 
metal” :—a small hamlet so culled—or, in the Cherokee, Dah-lon- 
e-ga.

QUELCH ». TOMAS WA KLEY,—ALLEGED UNSKILFUL MEDICAL 
TREATMENT OF A FEMALE, 

Court or QuzEn’s BENCH.—-Monday, Dee, 10.—(Before Mr. Justice

At the 
back of the group is the surgeon, with an. expression ef the 
deepest grief on his countenance, In the compartment to the 
left are three sailors engaged in tightening some of the 
cordage of the ship, and ‘repairing the damage which 
the enemy’s fire has effected; one of the three has his 
back towards the apectator, and. close to his feet kneels 
a sailor holding a handapike and leaning on a gun, 
apparently arrested in his mavements by the conversation be- 
tween the dying hero and Captain Hardy. On the right, in the 
front, lying on the deck, are an officer and a marine, who have 
fallen to rise no more, Behind stand two marines and a negra 
sailor: one of the former has detected the marksman by whoge 
shot his noble commander has been struck down, and is point- 
ing him out tohiscompanion. The latter has raised his musket, 


and has evidently covered his victim; whilst the black, who 


stands just before the two marines, has ‘slewed’’ round, and 
is grasping his firelock with a convulsive hold, looking at the 
intended victim with the most determined ferocity of expres- 
sion. This group is cleverly detached from the principal one 
by the introduction of a yard that has been shot away, and is 
falling obliquely across the mainmast just over the central 
group. The figures are not colossal, but of lifelike size. There

PARIS AND THE PARISIANS, 


(From our own Correspondent,)- 


Though the sight-loving Parisians were on Saturday rather out 
of temper at the postponement of the grand review, they seemed 
on Monday to recover their wonted hilarity; and the fete to the 
Prince at the Hotel de Ville went off admirably. 

The dinner was first rate, and.was served in the Salle du Tréne, 
which was tastefully decorated. Upwards of two hundred and 
twenty persons sat around the festive board, and in the seat of 
honour was placed the President, with M. Berryer, the Prefect of 
the Seine, The only toast proposed by M. Berryer was, “To the 
President of the Republic,” to which he very sensibly and forcibly 
responded. 

At half-past eight o’clock the Salle des Fetes was opened, and 
there were quickly collected about eight hundred persons. From 
that moment until long past midnight crowds of people accumu- 
lated there and in the other parts of the building open to the 
reception, Before eleven o’clock there could not have been less 
than five thousand persons assembled in the vast galleries of the 
Salle des I’etes and the Salle de l’Horloge, which were particularly 
devoted to dancing. As to the Salle des Fetes, itis the perfection of 
all that is vast and gorgeous in domestic architecture. Its adorn- 
ments are of the richest description, aud yet not overloaded, and all 
inthe most exquisite taste, The most magnificent mirrors reflected 
ten thousand images of those who’ traversed, half concealed, as 
it was, in drapery of light blue silk and embroidered velvet, the 
bases of the columns being enveloped in-shrnbs and flowers. ‘The 
staircase that led to it was also hedged in with the rarest ever. 
greens and flowers, continued to the very entrance, Lustres of the 
largest size and of the most graceful forms hung from the noble 
ohitinit and along the wails, from which a blaze of pure and bril- 
liant light radiated, One extremity appeared like a garden, from 
which issued the richest melody, and amongst whose branches 
was collected an orchestra of 120 musicians, Theother end opened 
into three successive recesses of much extent, partly concealed b 
damasked drapery of the purest white, suspended in graceful fes- 
toons between pillars. The other galleries devoted to dancing, 
though not so vast, were yet equally ornamented, and each had its 
orchestra, 

At nine o'clock the President made his appearance. He had just 
quitted the banquetting-room, and was accompanied by the Prefect 
of the Seine, his host, on the right, and M. Francis Arago on the 
left. He was followed by his aides-de-camp and secretaries, 

The moment the conductor of the orchestra descried him issuin 
from the tapestried columns at the further extremity he lifted his 
baton, gave the signal, and the full band struck up in splendid style 
the well-known alr, ‘ Partant pour laSyrie.” At this moment the 
crowd was very great, and all rushed to the spot where Prince 
Napoleon made his appearance, He was dressed in the uniform 
of general of the National Guards. He wore the grand riband 
and star of the Legion of Honour, and looked rather pale and 
worn, and as if only recovering from recent illness. He pro- 
eceded to the side of the hall, and with hat in hand moved 
slowly along, a passage being opened for him. As he proceeded, 
the ladies, who occupied a triple row of benches covered with erim- 
son velvet, rose trom their seats simultaneously and saluted him, 
He returned their salutations with gracefyl courtesy. In this 
manner he made the tour of the gallery, and then retired for a few 
minutes into a lateral room of great extent, and richly furnished 
with divans and benches for those who were fatigued with the 
dance, or who did not care to mi-glein it.

been already lined and cleaned by him, the contrast which now 
exists betwixt the vivid colours of those whichhave been thus re- 
paired, with the dingy and begrimed appearance of others which 
have yet to undergo a similar process, certainly reflects the greatest 
credit on the able individual who has been selected for the purpose 
of putting those ancient pictures into a proper state of repair, 


An express messenger was sent to Woolwich early in the 
week, with an order from the Admiralty that the Enterprise and 
Investigator, the vessels recently returned from the Arctic regions, 
should be immediately coppered and expedited with the greatest 
despatch.

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THE VILLAGES IN D ORSETSHIRE. 
(By the Morning Chronicle Commissioner.) 


i onsidering his circumstances in these villages (says the 
t Oaintaionise’) that the condition of the labourer can be best 
appreciated, In most of them he is reduced to a point so low 
that it is impossible to imagine him going beyond it compatibly 
with mere animal existence. Between Blandford and Wimborne 
is the village of Sturminster Marshall, which exhibits the very 
acme of physical wretchedness and intellectual and moral privation. 
Around it the average rate of wages can certainly not exceed 7s. 
a week. In the opposite direction, about two or three miles from 
Blandford, are the villages of Durweston and Stourpain—the former 
the property of Lord Portman, the latter that of Lord Rivers; but in 
appearance and comfort there isa striking difference between them, 
In Durweston the houses are in the main much better than those 
in the neighbouring village, whilst they are less crowded with in- 
mates. But there are two reasons for this. The first is, that some 
of Lord Portman’s labourers have emigrated, others have gone to 
the contiguous parishes, and by both processes the estate has been 
relieved. The other is, that the village of Durweston is the resi- 
dence of the celebrated ‘‘S. G. O.,”’ who, by his exposures of the 
condition of the labourer, has made himself so obnoxious to Dorset- 
shire squires. Although the property of Lord Rivers, his lordship 
has at present littJe, if any, control over Stourpain—most, if not all, 
of it being leased on lives, and some of it in the hands of those 
whose only source of income is the rents extorted from the miserable 
beings who inhabit it. The first house which I visited here was a 
low wretched tenement, built of bricks, which were fast crumbling to 
decay. It was inhabited by a family of eight, bearing the name of 
Haywood. Some time ago they mustered twelve, and only two 
months since, ten. Death had, about the latter period, taken two 
from their number, ‘They had two rooms, the lower one being about 
twelve feet square, with scarcely any furniture, and a cold, damp, 
and broken earthern floor. The oF er room, which was in the roof, 
was in a state of almost perfect dilapidation. It contained three 
beds, once occupied by twelve people, but now left to the eight who 
remain, When it rains, the beds have to be removed from place to 
lace to avoid the water, which comes dripping through the roof, 
When the two died they had fever in the house. Several of the 
children were ill, but it proved fatal only to these. Six of them 
were at one time crammed into one bed, to avoid infection. Of the 
two who died, one was a young man, the othera child. ‘The 
buryings were five days apart.’’ In each case the body lay in the 
sleeping-room of the family until it was removed. The rent paid 
for this hovel is 1s. a week to one of Lord Rivers’s lessees. here 
is no garden attached to it, and the same may be said of most of the 
houses near it. The eldest of the Haywood family now at home is 
a girl of twenty-one. ‘The father is a labourer, in the receipt of 7s. 
aweek, Their diet is bread and potatoes. ‘hey scarcely taste meat 
once a month, and then they will have but about half a pound 
amongst them. They have an allotment ground of 40 lugs, on 
which they raise their potatoes, and for which they pay 8s. 4d. a 
year. But for this, they say, they would be starving. 


THE TURN OF LIFE. 


From forty to sixty (says the author of ‘The Science of Life” if 
a man who has properly regulated himself may be considered asin 
his prime of life. His matured strength of constitution renders him 
almost impervious to the attacks of disease, and experience has 
given his judgment the soundness of almost infallibility. His mind 
is resolute, firm, and equal; all his functions are in the highest

“The Turn of Life,”’ which if crossed safely, leads to the valley of 
“old age,” around which the river winds, and then flows beyond 
without boat or causeway to effect its passage. The bridge is, 
however, constructed of fragile materials, and it depends upon how 
it is trodden whether it bend or break. Gout, apoplexy, and other 
bad characters also are in_the vicinity to waylay the traveller, and 
thrust him from the pass; but let him gird up his loins and provide 
himself with a fitting staff, and he may trudge on in safety with per- 
fect composure. To quit metaphor, the “Turn of Life® is a turn 
either into a prolonged life or into the grave. The system and 
powers having reached their utmost expansion, now beginning 
either to close like flowers at sunset or break down at once. One 
injudicious stimulant a single fatal excitement, may force it beyond 
its strength, while a careful supply of props, and the withdrawal of 
all that tends to force a plant, will sustain it in beauty and in vigour 
until night has entirely set.

‘‘ Her Majesty has desired that these directions, which are worthy 
ofthe exalted piety and unfeigned humility of the late Queen, should 
be, as far as possible, carried into effect; and for this purpose has 
been pleased to sanction a departure from the ceremonial usually 
observed in the funerals of the Kings and Queens of the realm.

Thursday having been appointed for the obsequies of the much- 
lamented QUEEN DOWAGER, from an early hour the roads 
leading to Bentley Priory were thronged with vehicles of every 
description, from the light spring-cart of the humble tradesman to 
the carriages of the aristocracy, and a large concourse of pedes- 
trians were to be seen wending their way up the Edgware-road 
towards the late residence of the deceased Queen. The early trains 
on the Great Western and South-Western Railways were .so 
crowded with passengers for Datchet and Slough that additional 
carriages had to be attached to each train; and special trains, to 
meet the exigencies of the numerous persons anxious to proceed to 
Windsor, were despatched from the Waterloo and Paddington 
termini. 

-About seven o’clock a guard of honour was mounted at the 
Priory, and videttes posted at the entrance leading to the mansion. 
A strong body of the metropolitan police was also in attendance. 
Long before daylight the villages of Stanmore and Bushey sent 
forth crowds towards the scene of the mournful preparations, the 
inhabitants closing their shops as a mark of respect to the memory 
of her late Majesty, and the bells of the neighbouring churches 
tolling at minute time. , 

Shortly before eight o’clock the hearse, fully emblazoned with 
escutcheons, and the horses caparisoned with armorial bearings, 
drove up to the principal entrance of the mansion, and the mortal 
remains of her late Majesty were deposited within it. The proces- 
sion from the Priory was formed precisely as we have before stated, 
The mournful pageant then proceeded by way of Ruislip, Uxbridge, 
and Stoke, to Slough, en route to Windsor Castle. At allof these 
places the tradesmen’s shops were closed, and the bells of the 
several churches were tolled, during the progress of the solemn 
train through the towns and villages.

A. Princess more generally beloved and respected for her mani- 
fold virtues—her Christian humiliation under long and grievous 
suffering—her rare and gracious charity, enhanced tenfold by the 
closing act of her life—her declaration that ‘all are equal before 
the throne, of God’’—the quiet tenor of her life, and the simplicity 
of her wishes with respect to the consignment of her body to the 
tomb, and the eschewing of all the antecedent pomp which inva- 
riably attends the sepulture of Royalty, it has rarely been our lot 
to have amongst us, It may be said even by those who disapproved 
of the policy which so richly endowed Queen Adelaide during the 
brief period of her widowhood, that as a woman and a Princess she 
deserved it, as well as the utmost respect and reverence. 

At Windsor the shops were all closed; so were those at Slough 
and Eton;. the blinds of most of the houses along the route of the 
procession were closely drawn, and the church-bells gave forth 
solemn peals at measured intervals. No greater respect could 
have been shown to the memory of the late Queen than was exhi- 
bited in Windsor and its vicinity, As the morning wore on, the 
town received vast accessions of visitors, the majority of whom 
wore, dee mourning in memory of the late Queen. By mid-day 
it was full.

In that part of the city called Galeres the inhabitants were obliged 
to take refuge on the roofs of their houses; and on the Admiralty 
side the water burst the aqueducts and inundated the streets, Hap- 
pily, at five o’clock in the afternoon, the wind changed; the Neva 
gradually returned to its bed, carrying with it an immense quantity 
of destroyed property and wood, thirty barks having been broken 
to pieces, All the bathing establishments were carried into the 
Sea, At Wassili Ostrow a large two-masted vessel was floated into 
the very midst of the city, and, after the waters had receded, was 
left standing across a street. It does not appear that any lives 
were lost.

Sequence of the disaster which took place there on the 2nd of 
January, 1846, when 400 of our men were swallowed up in the 
snow. They are inhabited by a very numerous population, The 
country is in full revolt. The inhabitants of the mountains of the 
Aures, which extend to the frontier of ‘Tunis, have also shaken off 
the yoke. It was General Bedeau who brought about their sub- 
roission in 1845, when all the tribes laid down their arms. They 
remained faithful until the delay in the capture of Zaatcha encou- 
raged them to revolt. ‘The mountains of the Aures are very lofty ; 
they present innumerable difficulties for attack, and great resources 
for defence. hey are rich and fertile, and have humerous villages, 
but the snow atid prevent any operations by our troops, except 
in the spring. This revolt of the inhabitants of the Aures will tend 
to encourage the resistance of the wandering tribes, 

BuEnos Ayres anp PAnaauay.—By the Alfred, arrived at Bor- 
deaux, direct from Monte Video, there are advices from these 
countries to the 3rd of October. Letters from France, announcing 
that the Lepredour treaty would not be ratified, had been received 
with much satisfaction at Monte Video; their contents had con- 
firmed the courage and reinvigorated the hopes of the besieged in 
that city, General Rosas, who appreciated all the danger of his 
position, was making every possible effort to draw together the 
means of defence. .In direct contravention of the law of nations he 
was forcing foreigners to aba ido their properties and their busi- 
ness, within the term of four-and-twenty hours, unless they con- 
sented to enrol themselves in his army; a considerable number of 
these unfortunate people had arrived at Monte Video, More than 
500 formal and attested complaints of Luropeans plundered and 
injured by Rosas and his lieutenant, Oribe, had been lodged at the 
French consulate. Persecutions to a still more eruel extent had 
been practised against the properties and persons of some of the 
French residents in the Argentine Republic, but such was the 
terror inspired by its chic! that most of them dared not give utter- 
ance to their griefs, Notwithstanding this state of things, petitions, 
signed by a considerable number of the sufferers, had been 
addressed to the President of the French Republic and to the 
National Assembly. One of these persons had been actually 
thrown into prison for having refused to take service in the Buenos 
Ayrean army. ‘The remonstrances of European agents were dis- 
regarded, ‘he Paraguayan army maintained its positions partly 
upon the Corrientino territory, and partly upon the other bank of 
the Parana, Besides the army thus disposed, Paraguay could 
bring into the field 40,000 young, active, and well-disciplined 
troops, and still retain a powerful reserve of soldiers of more 
mature age, These details were brought down by the celebrated 
French traveller, M. Bampland, who tad just arrived on the coast 
direct from Paraguay.

There seems at present to be a strong 
disposition on the part of many of the managers, trustees, and 
other gentlemen of Rochdale and the neighbourhood, to enter into 
a subscription, for the parroye of making good the loss towhich the 
depositors may be subjected, The trustees and managers seem 
determined that, even in the event of their not being liable, the 
depositors shall not be the losers of a penny of their hard-earned 
money. A ease similar in extent to the one we have been recording 
has never before occurred in England. There have been instances 
of defaleations occasionally at savings’ banks, and in all of them 
losses have been made good to the depositors by subscriptions. A 
casé oecurred at Hertford Savings’ Bank, in which there was a deficit 
of £20,000, and that was the most extensive on record until the 
present oecutrence. There was another.at Mitcham, in Surrey, in 
which there was a deficiency of from £9000 to £10,000; but the 
depositors were paid 20s. in the pound, by means of a public sub- 
scription, to which Mr. Hoare, the eminent banker, of London, and 
who at the time was treasurer of the institution, contributed the 
handsome sum of £7000. Mr. Haworth, it appears, kept three 
books in carrying on his system of peculation. In one he entered 
the whole of the transactions carried on by him at the bank, and 
this book was never seen by the rhanagers; in the second he 
entered such accounts only as suited his purposes, and this was the 


‘book shown to the directors; and in the third, which was kept in 


his private drawer, he made entries of accounts which he made it 
appeat in the second book (that which was shown to the trustees 
and managers) had been withdrawn. , All the accounts stated in the 
manager’s book to be open were regularly entéred in the books of 
the institution ; those in his private ledger were not. 


Forrunate Escape av Hicuer Tranmere (Cue- 
sHIRE).—Last week, about eight o’clock at night, a fire broke out 
in a cottage forming one of a lot of four ancient thatched dwellings, 
rented, together with a faym, by a Mr, Millet, and subjet by him to 
poor cottagers.'

sitting by the fire and the child was in bed. In falling, the beams 
which supported the roof fell across the table, and thus the lives of 
the inmates were saved, although one of the females and the child, 
in being extricated from their perilous position, had to be dragged 
through the burning roof. Mr, Miller was early onthe spot, and, 
with his men and a few others, succeeded in confining the fire to 
the cottage in which it originated. «

Page incautiously put his foot, and fell a height of nearly twenty 
feet, striking his head upon a cross-beam in his descent. When 
carried home it was found his skull was fractured, but a fatal result 
was not apprehended till ten o’clock, when the medical gentlemen 
remarked symptoms of congestion, and Mr, Page died at one o’clock 
next morning, He stood high in his profession as an engineer, and 
his sudden death has caused a gloom among the many workmen 
under his charge.

Dreaprout Connery Accipenr—An accident (says 
the Wigan Herald) ofa serious nature, attended with loss of life to 
a poor lad named Henry Howarth, and serious consequences to four 
others, occurred at the pit belonging to Henry Woods, Esq., Wood- 
houses, last week. The men went to work as usual, at six o'c ock 
in the morning. They had not been down the pit more than an 
hour, when an explosion of firedamp took place. Upon this the 
men, to the number of between twenty and thirty, rushed towards 
the pit-eye, and as many as could be accommodated at one time got 
into the cage. Just as the vehicle was ascending, the boy Henry 
Howarth was attempting to get into the cage, and a collier named 
Taylor caught hold of his hand to assist him. It is supposed that 
the boy was hoisted up in this way until the ascending cage was met 
by that which was descending ; but Taylor, who was rendered almost 
insensible by the sulphur, only remembers that he suddenly lost hold 
of the boy, and that he heard a scream. When the men reached the 
top of the pit, the horrid truth presenteditself. The head of the poor 
lad was conveyed up the pit, having been severed from the body 
which had fallen below. The body was afterwards found, having feat 
the left leg and right arm, and being ifi a dreadfully mutilated state 
The arm was found some distati¢e from the body, but ‘the leg wis 
missing. Several of thé men sustained slight injuries, and some of 
them were severely burnt. Oneofthem, fiamed John Tingle it was 
expected would not recover, having been burnt about the arms face 
and under the throat, A man named John Heys, residing in Back: 
strect, was also severely burned, and on visiting him he was found 
in a most wretched condition, aitended by his poor wife, who had a 
child at the breast. He was in lodgings, and had not wherewith to 
cover himself in bed! The case was referred to the relieving-officer 
who promised to visithimat night. The man Taylor, above alluded 
to, got his foot crushed between the cagé and the side of the pit, but 
it was expected that he would be recovered sufileiently to resume 
his work in a few day8. The boy Howarth was scarcely fifteen yeats 
of age, and it was only the second tinic he had been down in the pit 
—[We feel quite sure that the publication of these partictilars will 
create in our benevolent English community not only a feeling 
of sympathy for the poor suflerers, but sudstantial proofs of ite 
ekistencc.]

Lives of the Princesses of England, from the Norman Conquest, 
Vols I, and II. By Mary Anne Everett Green. Colburn, 
We are too apt to smile at the simplicity of an carly age, 
Living in what we call a high state of civilization, the rude 
earnestness, the heartfelt attachment to principle, and the 
importance even of trifles when its vehicles appear childish to 
our enlightened notions. In science, in literature, or in some 
other of the many pathways of ambition, we ptirsue an arti- 
ficial idea of dignity in the employment of the mind. ‘The 
man who utters a plain truth, or directs himself by the purest 
emotion of his nature, cultivated by religion, is tuunted with 
primitiveness, and falls under the flippant criticisin of small 
wits-—that is, of the majority of wits. Mystery is the tone of 
the day, It aims at something beyond the reach of the 
vulgar; while the vulgar themselves live in a state of degra- 
dation unknown to a Christian country since the advent of 
Christianity, Some. rare instances there are of men great 
enough to shake off the prevailing vice, to soar free from its 
trammels. And in truth it is ont of the fitst marks of great- 
ness that it dovs this, The mediocrity, clever and numerous 
enough to darken all that our otcasional brightness reveals, 
has separated intellect from disposition, It judges of 
results; and not of the faith that produced them, But in old 
times the spirits of men were different. Without diminishing 
the praise of splendid achievements—and surely the value, at 
least, of those early ages will not be doubted~the paramount 
notion of ‘God extended the acts of life, making them look 
beyond “.this bank and shoal of Time,” as if they were the 
harbingers of the actor's reputation toa new land to which 
every day hastened his approach. Hence a high and chivalrous 
spirit, alike animating the breast of women and of men, Hence 
the most romantic devotion to unselfish ends, Hence a 
humanity which never looked on such sights #s horrify us to- 
day, and never heard or read of them, because it never 
suffered them to exist. Grant political inconveniences wherever 
a bad man assumed the sceptre; grant the disagreeable uncer- 
tainty of falling under the reign of such a man, the most 
unbridled tyranny never effected half the injustice nor halt 
the cruelty which results from the money morality of these 
enlightened times. The extensive and almost admitted frauds 
of modern society were things unknown to our ancestors. 
The bounty of wealth, the endowments for purposes of 
charity and religion—we care not for the baer 0 
creed, looking solely to the faith that was its _ Me = 
provided a refuge for oppression or misfortune, to which they 
were not entitled as dependents and paupers, but as beings 
stamped with the human image, and whether they disgraced it 
ornot. Probably in the absence of a vigilant police, a life was 
now and then made free with at the bidding of revenge. But 
what does civilization show us? Poisonings all over the 
country, dictated by no overwhelming passion, but the basest 
love of gain. Not many weeks ago we read of a mother 
poisoning her husband and her sons one after another, to the 
number of four or five, because on the death of each she was 
entitled to five pounds! Was this case monstrous in point of 
rareness as well as guilt? Far from it. It was one instance of 
many, Look at our prisons overflowing, till we are obliged to 
inundate our colonies ; and our colonies are all but threatening 
us for the offence. Look at those lazar-houses for which we 
pay millions every year, and within whose walls the poor are 
ireated far worse than we treat our criminals, Look at nearly 
twenty thousand women starving in the metropolis of England, 
ind yet slaving fifteen, eighteen, and sometimes twenty hours 
yut of the twenty-four. If these ‘sights of woe’ are not the 
rroducts of enlightenment, they at all events accompany that 
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which we call enlightenment, 
condition after ages of civilization have passed over our heads, 
after we have einerged from the simplicity of our ancestors, 
and, in faet, left it so very far behind us, that we laugh at the 
uncouth and rude thing just as we do at the toys or occupa- 
tions of our childhood. Under the guidance of what we call 
their superstition our forefathers managed to preserve the 
grand features of a Christian people, ‘Lhey dedicated large 
Rae of their wealth to God by voluntary acts of bounty, 
‘hey fed the poor, sheltered the traveller; ‘fought for the 
Oppressed,—the very fiuct of inisfurtune being the most elo- 
queiit of drators to their high-souled chivalry. A Queen 
Victoria, a Queen Adelaide, or a Miss Burdett Coutts was not 
a rare exception, ds in these days. ‘The woman who did not act 
as they have done, and are doitg, she was the exception, And 
so much for the subject of our ridicule, 

“The Lives of the Princesses of Ingland,’’ like all works 
treating of the " dutk ages,” as we call them, and written by a 
dispassionate and honest revorder, bear testimony to the ex- 
istefive of a mivral power, independent of material authority, 
for which we look in vain now. And, before we go farther, 
let us blame the author for succutnbing, though only how and 
then, tu the literary Vice of the aze—the vice of small literati, 
Cecilia, eldest daughter of the Conqueror and Matilda of 
Flandeis, was early dedicated by lier father to a religious life, 
which she embraced with most devoted fervour, and in pro- 
cess of time became abbess of the Holy Trinity at Cae, in 
Normandy, Her eldest brother, Duke Robert of Norinaridy, 
among other testimonies of his affection for her, endowed her 
convent with certain lands, the whole right of the fishery of 
the river Orne, and also authorized the holding of a fait or 
market on ‘Trinity Sunday, giving her the right of tolls for 
some days both before and after that day, and obliging the 
military governor during this season to receive from her the 
parole of the day, This our author considers “ irresistibly 
ludicrous.” Primitive simplicity again! But why ludicrous? 
Because the abbess was a veiled nun and the governor a * full 
armed knight.’’ We confess to see nothing here but the 
flippant pertness of modern * enlightenment” dealing with a fact 
belonging. to the antiquated past—a fact which testifies the 
might of right in those days, and the voluntary and generous 
character of its endowments, 


Cecilia lived and died a nun, and was afterwards succeeded 
as abbess by her niece Isabella, daughter of her youngest sister 
Adela, With this sister commences the interest of these 
admirable memoirs, Adeliza or Adelaide, the second and 
most lovely of the Conqueror’s beautiful daughters, is re- 
markable for having been betrothed to Harold, her father’s 
future rival. Her early death prevented the fulfilment of these 
nuptials, which, in all probability, would not have been 
fulfilled even had she lived, By some it is supposed that the 
female figure in the Bayeux tapestry called lfgira, who is 
standing at the gate of the ducal palace in conversation with a 
clerk when Harold is sallying forth with Duke William, re. 
presents this princess; but the supposition is more than 
doubtful. The story of Matilda, the third daughter, would 
form a good subject for a romance. Her first lover was 
murdered by assassins; while she herself died heartbroken, 
near the Spanish frontiers, whither she was journeying to 
fulfil an enforced marriage with Alphonso the Valiant, the 
sixth of Leon, and first of Castile and Galicia, The Lady 
Constance married the Duke of Bretagne, that alliance being 
foreed from her father by the duke, after achieving the rare 
feat of conquering the Conqueror, And all these women are 
remarkable for ine womanly natures ; religious, peacemaking 3 
for grace of manners, and a certain highness of spirit not 
ungentle. Adela, however, is the daughter most congenial in 
character to the valorous sire. She, tdo, like Matilda, was 
disappointed in her first love; and the story is so curious that 
we shall extract it; for its own sake as well as because it 
affords a fair sample of the author’s narrative powers :— 

‘There was a certain youth, of one of the noblest families of 
France, though he possessed no higher sounding tame than that of 
Simon Crispin, Marl of Amiens, the son and heir of Ralph, Karl 
of Valois and Mantz, who, in order that he might become an ae- 
complished chevalier, was sent by his father to be educated in the 
court of William of Normandy, Here the gallant boy became such 
a favourite with both William and Matilda, that they determined 
in due time to bestow upon him the hand of his young playmate, 
the Princéss Adela—and the thing was looked ‘upon as settled, 
Whether the young lady herself regarded him with an equally 
partial rye we cantiot kacertain; but the prestmptions are, that he 
entertained for her a sincere aud strong affection. 

In 1074, on the death of his father, the young entl was called 
away to assume possession of his dominions ; but he had to inherit 
his father’s quarrels as well ay his estates, and was at once plunged 
into a war with Philip of France, and with several of the neigh- 
botiring lords, in all of which his gallantry brought him off vic- 
torions. During his troubles, Robert 11., Bart of Auvergne, 
offered him his assistance, and the hand of his daughter Judith in 
marriage. This placed the young knight iti an awkward situation, 
for he feared to offend his powerful neighbour by a refusal, and yet 
was unwilling to vislate his faith to his fiancée, the Lady Adela. 
From this dilemma, however, his ingenuity rescued him; the pro- 
posal was accepted, and the nuptials solemnized; but directly 
afterwards, probably as the venue of some previous arrangement 
between the parties, the bride, with the consent of her husband, 
took the veil, This circumstance proves that his heart was already 
pledged to the Norman maiden, for, had he regarded her with in- 
difference, he had certainly a good excuse for breaking his engage- 
ment. Buta most extraordinary change was about to take place in 
his character, 

‘ Bred in the court of the pious Matilda of Flanders, Simon had 
imbibed an early reverence for justice and humanity, and was 
greatly shocked to find that the father, of whom he had seen so 
little, had been guilty of many cruel acts of oppression, and that

GARCIA, OR THE NOBLE ERROR, 


The long-promiscd tragedy of Garcia,” by Mr. F. G. 
Tomlins, was produced at Sadler’s Wells on Wednesday last, 
and met with a success that is quite refreshing to all real lovers 
of the British Drama; for it proves that, in spite of the easy 
attainment of the name of author by translations, there are still 
English dramatic writers who scorn. to build their fame upon 
other men’s brains. Mr. 'Tomlins is the worthy secretary of 
the Shaksperian Society, and is well known in the higher 
literary circles as a profound dramatic critic, ‘The plot of the

ATTEMPT AT SUICID i—SEPARATION FROM A WIFE, 

“At Clerkenwell, on Wednesday, John Chambers, aged 40,. of respectable 
appearance, was placed at the bar before Mr. Combe, charged with having 
attempted to commit suicide,—Corneling Dolehunty, a City policemen, said 
that on Sunday morning, the 18th of November, he was on dut in Bridge- 
street, Blackfriars, when a boy informed him that a man was bleeding near 
Blackfriars-bridge. He proceeded thither, where he found the orisoner 
with a handkerchief tied round his throat, and he was saturated with blood, 
and his throat was cut. On questioning him he said, “ I have done it, and 
I came here to finish it’’ He looked wildly, was very weak from loss of 
blood, and he took him to’ the station-house, where he said he lived at 
No. 7, Wood-street, Clerkenwell, By order of the inspector, witness took 
the prisoner to St. Bartholomew's Hospital, where he had ever since been, 
and he was sufiiciently reeavered to be taken before the alderman, who 
directed witness to take him to Clerkenwell district, in which the prisoner 
had committed the offence. Witness produced a certificate from the house- 
surgeon uf St, Bartholomew’s Hospital, which stated that the risoner’s 
mind was deranged. He found a razor on the prisoner covered with blood. 
—Mrs. Jane Furze said that the prisoner was a lodger in her house. He was 
& respectable man, in good circumstances, but for some time past his mind 
had been deranged in Consequence of his separation from his wife. On the 
morning of the 18th of November he Was missing from home, and on enter- 
ing his apartment it was found covered with blood: He had twice attempted 
to destroy himself by hanging, and on this oceasion he must have cut hig 
throat in his room, and have walked to Blackfriars-bridge to drown himself, 
—Mr. Combe directed that Bingham, the warrant officer, should accompany 
the prisoner and the City constable to Clerkenwell workhouse, to explain 
the nature of the case to the overseer, and request that he should be pro- 
perly attended to; but they subsequently brought the prisoner back, when 
an overseer and Mr. Scarsgill, clerk to the board of guardians, attended, and 
objected to receive the prisoner, on the ground that he had been found 
wandering in a different parish in the City—Mr. Combe said the prisoner 
lodged and committed the offence in their parish, and, supposing he were 
to be tried for it, the jurisdiction would be in the county,—Mr, Mallett said, 
if a wandering pauper was without a domicile, the parish in which he was 
found wandering was bound to receive him; butin this instance the prisoner 
was domiciled in Clerkenwell, where the offence was committed.—The 
Overseer: If he is lodging in our parish he is certainly our pauper,—Mr, 
Combe: His clothes are at his lodzing—that is his domicile clearly.—-Mrs. 
Furze here said that his furniture, &¢., had been removed to another house 
in the same strect.—The overseer, with all due deference, submitted that 
the goods having been removed made a distinction; he was only anxious to 
do right in the matter.—After some further discussion it was decided that 
the prisoner was found as a wandering lunatic in the city of London, and 
became chargeable to the West London Union, the parish in which he was 
found wandering, with his throat cut.—-Mr. Combe ordered the officer to 
take every proper care of the prisoner for the night, and to take him again 
before the alderman, at Guildhall, with an extract from the act of Partia- 
ment, and have the witnesses in atiendanee,x—The constable promised to 
atten! ta these instructions, and the parties left the court.—[Uere we see 
the diMiculties attendant upon the working of Workbonse Law, even in 
eases of the most preremptory description, Surely absurdity and inefliciency 
can no further go !]
